Be it enacted hy the Legislati/ve Assemhlij hf the Territory

Section 1. . The Auditor and RecorSef of eacli county 
In this Territory, or in case of his absence^ the acting deputy 
at the time of service, is hereby constituted, aird shall hereafter 
be deemed to be, the lawful and authorized agent, of any and 
all fdrbign corporations, and non-resident joint stock companies, 
and non-resident associations engaged in* business, or owning, 
property in such county, in this Territory, for ^li the purposes of 
obtaining service of process, upon such corporations, joint stock 
companies, or associations, in all suits, actions;^ special proceed- 
ings, or other legal proceedings, at law, .o^.,m equity, com- 
menced or prosecuted in the courts of said Territory, held iny 
or for such county, 

Sec. 2. When no cashier or secrfetaiy of such foreign- 
corporations, non-resident joint stock companies, or non-resi- 
dent associations, and no superintendent or fiianaging agent, 
appointed by such corporations, joint stock odra!panies or asso- 
ciations, can be fouxid within the county, service of summons, 
upon such corporations, joint stock companie^y or associations 
in alj the cases mentioned in Section one 6f this Act,' may be

It is the privilege and it shall b,e lawful, fqiv 
any such Ibreigpv cprporation, non-iiesidei^t JQint stock company, 
and non-reside?)^ as^oqiation, to designate in writing, signed by 
the President, and cquntersigjied by thq Secretary (and if by )^ 
corporation, under its seal), any person, lyJip is a resident of th^! 
ppunty where si^it is brought, upon whpm service may bei 
juade, in all legal proceeding ; and the same may be filed with 
f^jlfl recorded by the County Recorder, in said book of "B^Qord 
*qf Summons," and from the time of such recording, and so Iqng 
as th^ person designated therein, shall pul(licly reside within 
such pounty, and service can be had upqii hini, in such county^ 
It shall |)e th^ duty of the plaintiff^ or. the Sheriff in all legat 
proceedings^, to serve summons and o.ther process upon 3ie

of this Act, SQ far as they constitute thp County Auditor and 
Recorder agent;, pJi^U ^c»t apply to such carpor;ations, joint stock

if any foreign corporations, non-resident joint stock company, 
or non-resident association, refuse or fail to comply with this 
Section, and to make, and record ^uch designation, such corpo- 
ration, joint stock company, or association, shall be deemed in 
law, and equity, to have elected to appoint, and to have chosen 
and constituted, the Auditor and Eeeorder its agent, for the 
purposes provided for in Section one of this Act. 

Sec. 6. All acts, and parts of acts, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are herepy repealed. 

Sec. 7. This Act ^hall take effect from the time of 
its passage.

AN ACT 

In Relation to Money of Account and Interest. 

jBe it enacted hy the Legislative Assembly of the Ter^ritoru 

of Idaho ^ as follows: 

Section 1. The money of account of this Territory- 
shall be the doUar, cent, and mill; and all accounts in the pub- 
lic oflices, and other public accounts, and all proceedings in 
courts, shall be kept and had in conformity to tnis regulation. 

Sec. 2. iNotliing contained in the preceding 'Section 
shall vitiate or effect any account, charge or entry, originally 
made or any note, bond, or other instrument expressed m any- 
other money of account, but the same shall be mluoed to dol- 
lars and parts of dollars, as heretofore directed, in any suit 
thereupon. 

Sec. 3, In all judgments and decrees rendered by any 
court of justice for any debt, damages, or costs, and in all exe- 
cutions issued thereon, the amount shall be cqmputed, as near 
as may be, in dollars and cents, rejecting small fractions; and 
no judffraent in other proceedings shall be considered erroneous, 
for such omission. 

Sec. 4. When there is no express ^ntract in writingj. 
fixing a different rate of interest, interest shall be allowed at 
at the rate of ten per cent, per annum for all moneys after they 
become due, on any bond, bill or promiseory note, or any other, 
instrument of writing, or any judgment recorded befdrg a^y 
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court in this Territory for mon6y lent for mOn6y due on settle- 
ment of account, fronl the day on which the balance is ascer- 
tained. 

Sec. 5. Parties itiay a^e in writing for the payment of 
any rate of interest on itioney due or to become due on any con- 
tract not to exceed the fetim of one and one-half per .cent, per 
month; . any judgmetit rendered on such contract shall 
bear interest at the rate' of ten per cent, per annum until 
satisfied. 

Sec. 6. No perfedn or corporation in computing inter-* 
est on any bond, bill, promissory note, or any other instrument 
in writing, shall add thfe interest or any portion thereof dufe to 
the principal, and cothptite interest thereon a£ pfart of the prin- 
cipal, thereby charging coinpound interest. 

Sec. 7. Every persoli who, for any such loan or forbear-' 
ance, shall pay or deliver any greater sum or value than is above 
allowed to be received, may recover in an action against the? 
person who shall have taken or received the same, or his per- 
sonal representative; treble the amount of money so p^d or 
value delivered above the rate aforesaid if such action be 
brought within one year after such payment or delivery. 

Sec. 8. Anf person who shall directly or indirectly 
receive any greater interest, discount or considerktion than this 
prescribed in this A6t, and in violation of the provisions 6f this 
Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on c6nvic- 
tion thereof the person so oifending shall be punished by fine^ 
not exceeding one hundred dollars or imprisonnient not exceed-' 
ing six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 9. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with 
this Act, is hereby repealed. This Act to be in force from 
and after the approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Kegulate the manner of Adopting Minor Children. 

£e it enacted hy ths Legislative Assembly of tM Territory 

of Idaho ^ as follows: 

Section 1. Any minor child may be adopted by any 
ftdult person, in the cases and subject to the rules p^scribed in 
this Act. 
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Sec. 2. The person adopting a child must be at least fif- 
teen years older than the person ^dppted. 

Sec. 3. A married mai^ not lawtuUy separated from 
hi§ wife cannot adopt a chil(J without the consent of his 
wife. 

Sec. 4. A legitimate (ihild cannot be adopted without 
the consent of its parents, if living, nor an illegitimate child 
without the consent of its mother, if living; except, however, 
that consent is not necessary ^m a father or mother deprived 
of civil rights, or adjudged guilty of adultery, or of cruelty, and 
for either cause divorp^, or wljudged to be an ^habitual drunk- 
ard, or who has been judicially deprived of the custody of the 
child on account of cruelty qi^ neglect. 

Sec. 5, The consey^t oi the child, if over the age of 
twelve years, is necessary to its adoption.. ' 

Sec. 6. Tlie person adopting a child, and the child 
adopted, and the other persons whose consent is necessary, must 
appear before the probate judge of the county where the person 
adoptii^g resides, and the pecessary consent must thereupon be 
signed and an agreement be executed by the person adopting 
to the effect that the child shall be adopted and treated in all 
respects as his own laAyfpil child should be treated. 

Sec. 7. Tlie judge must examine all persons appear-^ 
ing before him, pursuapt to the last Section, each separately, 
and if satisfied that the interests of the child will be promoted 
by the adoption, he must make an order declaring that the child 
snail thencetbrth be regarded and treated in all respects as the 
child of the person adopting. 

Sec. 8. A ohild when adopted shall take the name of 
the person adopting, and the two shall thenceforth sustain to- 
waros each other the legal relation of parent and child, and 
have all the rights, and are subject to all the duties, of that re- 
lation. 

Sec. 9. The parents of an adopted child are, from the 
time of the adoption, relieved of all parental duties towards, and 
of all responsibility for, the child so adopted, and have no right 
over it. 

Sec. 10. The father of an illegitimate child, by pub- 
licly acknowledging it as his own, receiving it as such, with 
the consent of his wifcr— if he is married-Trrlnto his family, and 
otherwise treating it as if it was a legifimate child, thereby 
adopts it as such, and such child shall thereupon be (ieemed 
for all purposes legitimate from the time pf its birtl^. i V^-» 
vided, However, tnat the foregoing provisions qf this Act do 
not apply to such a|^ adoption. 
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Sec. 11. Thld Act to take effect, and be in fierce froirf 
and after its passage.

To Regulate the Application of Moneys in Idaho County, knd 

for Other Pui'poses. 

£e it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 

of Idaho^ as follows :

Section 1. The^ County Commissioners of Idaho coun- 
ty shall have power to transfer quarterly all money in the 45 
Sjr cent, fund, exceeding the snm of two hundred dollars, to the 
eneral Fund of said county. 

Sec. 2. The County Commissioners of said coimty, at 
their regular meeting next preceding any general or special 
election, shall furnish the County Auditor with suihcient 
postage stamps, to be paid for out of the 45 per cent, fund, so 
that said Auditor (or as Clerk of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners), shall dispatch to their proper destination, and at the 
time prescribed by law, all election notices, poll books, tally, 
sheets, &c., and the said Auditor shall furnish the Judges of 
Election, at each and every precinct, with sufficient postage 
Stamps to return to their destination all election returns re- 
Quired by law, and all said documents shall be transmitted 
tnrough the United States mail, by registered letter. Pro- 
mded^ That if there be no post6ffice at any voting precinct 
such documents may be transmitted through any regular or 
reliable express, and, Provided further^ If there be no post- 
office or express at any voting precinct, said papers may ber 
transmitted, in such manner as the County Commissioners may 
direct. Provided^ The provisions of this section shall apply 
tod be in forcfe in Idaho county only. 

Sec. 3. _ feecJtion 2 of an act, entitled "An Act to levy 
li special tax in Idaho county, and for other purposes," approved 
January 10th, 1877^ is hereby amended, and the words "foir 
thousand dollars" substituted fot th6' words "three thousasftd 
dollars," wherever they oe^r in said section.

Section 1: , The assessment of taxes upon all property, 
t&fii and personal,' in the several odurities of this Territory, 
whether for Territorial, county, or other pitrposes, made by tne 
County Assessors thereof, for the fiscal year commencing on the 
first Monday of ADril, A. D. 1875, and for the fiscal year A. D. 
1876, and lor the nscal year commiencing on the first Monday 
yf April, A. D. 1877. to(i for the fiscal year commencing on thd 
fli'st Monday of ApJil, A; D, 1878, are hereby legalized and 
confirmed, and rendered binding and valid, both in law and 
equity, against the persons and property assessed, and no want 
bi description or iridescription, or informality, or irregularity iii 
the description of the property, assessed upon the assessment 
roll, if it can be ascertamea or proved by any proper and com- 
petent evidence what property is intended, shall invalidate the 
^sessiiient, but the same shall be suflScient, and be considered 
valid both in law and equity.

such (iefective of insecure chimneys, lircrplaces, stoves, or stove- 
pipes, within a reasonable time; and upon his or their refusal 
or failure to comply with such written prder, the board may 
have the same dt^pe at the expense of suph owner or occupant.

JSe U enacted by the Leaislativ6 j^ssembly of the Territory 

of Idaho ^ as follows: 

TERRITORIAL GENEljix FUND. 

wiifcTioN 1. That all moneys afecnring from th6 sale of 
all lands, heretofore given, or which m^j hereafter be given, by 
the Congress of the United States for scho6l purposes in said 
Territory, and all moneys that may hereafter be given and ap- 
propriated by the* Congress of the tliiited Stfttes for school pur^ 
poses, imless by special provision, shall be appropriated for the 
establishment of a University, br other high school,' together 
with aiiy moneys by legacy or otherwise donated for educational 
purposes, and appropriated to the general school fimd, and all 
moneys accruing to the Territory froiri unclaimed moneys of the 
estates 6f deceased pei^ons, ^hall be set &.part, and shall consti-: 
tute an irreducible ahd indivisible Territorial General School 
Fund; the interest 6nly accruing from ^hich, shall be appro- 
priated to the respective counties of the Temtory in the manner 
hereinafter specified and directed. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of establishing and maintain- 
ing public schools in the several coimties of the Territory, it 
shall be the duty of the couhty boirimissioners of each county,* 
at thfe time Of levying the taxes for county and territorial pur- 
poses,' to levy a tax of not Ifess than two mills, nor more than 
eight mills, on each and every dollar of taxable property in 
theii* respective counties, for sfehool purposes. 

Sec. 3. That said taxes shall be assessed and collected 
in e^h county as other taxes to property for county and terri- 
torial purposes. 

Sec. 4. That the tax feoUectors and treasurers of the 
respective counties shall not receive any fees or percentage foi^ 
such collecting, holding and dktursing the liioneys so received 
from said taxes, and set apart for public school purj>oses, but 
that they shall perform such duties without fee or reward. 

Six:). 5. That said moneys so collected are hereby set, 
apart and appropriated for the support of the public schools of 
thfe respective counties, and shall be paid over by said collectors, 
oi* bther officers receiving such moneys, td the county treasurers 
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of the respective Counties, and by said treasurers shall be placed 
in a separate account, to be called the edunty school fund, and 
shall onljr be drawn from each county treasury as in the manner 
hereinafter prescribed and provided. 

Sec; 6: That for the furthei* gfupport of piiblic schools 
there shall be Set apart by the county treasurer of eaCh county, 
the same to be placed by the respectivfe county treasurers in tne 
county school lund as a part ot the satne, all moneys arising 
from fines and forfeitures for a breach Of any of thfe penal laws 
of this Territory. 

TERRITORIAL SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec; 7. The Tierritorial Controller is hereby made and 
constituted ex-officio Territorial SupeHntendent of Public In- 
struction; 

Sfic. 8. It shall be the duty of the Territorial Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction: 

FivBt — ^To exercise a general supervision over the public 
schools of the Territory. 

Second — To prepare and have blahks printed for the re- 
ports of county superintendents, trustees, census marshals and 
teachers, and also blanks for teachers' registers, and blank orders 
from tnistees to county superintendents for warrants, and dis- 
tribute the same to the respective colmty superintendents; and 
also have copies of the school law prepared in pamphlet form 
for the use of the school officers in the respective counties, and 
distribute the same amongst said officers. 

Sec. 9. All necessary exj)enditure8 of money incurred 
by the superintendent for the printing of said blanks, shall be 
paid Out of any funds in the territorial treasury nOt otherwise 
appropriated. Provided^ It does not exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars per ftniium; 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the territorial treas- 
urer' to apportion to the several counties the amount of monev 
in the school fund of the Territory, subject to be apportionea, 
to which each shall be entitled, utider the provisions of this 
Act, in proportion to the number of children residing therein 
between the ages of five and twenty-one years, as shown by the 
last previous rej)0rt of the County school superintendent, or 
other officer charged therewith, and make a record of such ap- 
portittiment in a oook of record to be kept for that purpose, 
and tCf furnish to the territo'riail treasurer, to each county treas- 
urer, atid to each county scho6l superintendent an abstract of 
such fipportionmcnt, and at the samfe time to furnish to each 
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county treasurer a ^arrant for the amount of such apportion- 
ment, to which his county may be entitled, drawn on the terri- 
torial treasurer in conformity with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 11, And the said territorial treasurer shall, with- 
out unnecessary delay, transmit to each county treasurer the 
amount due his county as exhibited by the said warrants ; and 
each county treasurer shall furnish to the territorial superin- 
tendent a receipt for the same, with duplicate, to the territorial 
treasurer, which receipts the said superintendent and treasurer 
shall file in their respective officeS;, 

Sec. 12, The territorial superintendent shall present 
to the Legislative Assembly during the first week of each regu- 
lar session, a full report of the condition of the public schools 
in the Territory, to-wit : the number of schools in each county, 
the number of children between the ages of five and twenty- 
one years in each county, the* nui^aber qf such attending schools 
established under the provisions qf this Act, the amount of 
school money apportioned to each district, the amount of school 
moneys received by each county from county and district taxes, 
and contributions, the amount expende^i in each county in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this ^ct, and the balance re- 
maining of the school fund in each county treasury at the close 
of each school year ; and also the receipts and expenditures of 
the territorial school fund, together with the balance in said 
fund at the end qf each school year. 

Sec. 13. He shall also present such suggestions as he 
miiy deem necessary in relation to the constniction of school 
houses, the improvement and management of the pubHc 
schools, to the qu^-lification of teachers, the ways and the means 
for raising funds for the support of public schools, and for the 

Promotion of the gener^^l interest of education throughout the 
'erritory. 

Sec. 14. And he shall, at the close of his official tenn 
deliver to his successor, all prpperty, books, maps, reports, 
records, and all dQCuments and papers received by him, for the 
use of or belonging to his office, for which he shall take a 
receipt of his successor, and file the same in the office of the 
terriV/Orial secretarv. 

TERRITORIAL TRIilASUREE,^ DUTIES OF. 

Sec. 15. It is hereby made the duty of the territorial 
treasurer to receive and hold as special deposit, and place in a, 
separate fund, to be called the territorial general school fund,, 
p.11 moneys designated and set apart fqr that purpose, as speci- 
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fied in teection one of this Act ; for the i^fe keejrfng and dis- 
bnrsenlent of which vmoneys, he shall be responsible on his 
official bond. 

Sec. 1.6. Thfe auditor of each feounty is hereby made 
ex-officio county schot^l superintendenf who, in addition to his 
oath of office as auditor, shall qualify . t6 perform faithfully the 
duties of school superintendent for his county. Provided^ 
That the Probate Jud^ of the counties of Alturas and Bear 
Lake shall be ex-officio superintendeiits of public schools, of 
said named counties. 

Sec. 17. It shall be, and is hereby made the duty of 
the county superintendent of public schools, upon receiving 
notice from the county treasurer, as Provided in this Act, to 
apportion the public school moneys, both county and territo- 
rial, reported by said county treasurer to be in the county treas- 
ury of each county, among the seveM school districts of his 
bounty in the following manner, to- wit \ one-half of the whole 
amount reported by sstid county treasurer, he shall divide equal- 
ly among the several organized districts that have complied 
with the provisions of this Act, the remaining one-half ol said 
whole amount he shall apportion per capita among the several 
districts in proportion to the numbef" of children in each dis- 
trict, as shown by the last report of tne school census marshal 
of each district, and credit each distinct with the amount to 
which such apportionment entitles it j such apportionment he 
shall place upon record in his office, and forthwith furnish a 
copy thereof to the county treasurer^ and he shall report the 
portion of each district to the clerk of the board of trustees 
thereof. Provided^ That in the Counties of Boise and Owy- 
hee, one-third of the whole amount of public school moneys 
i*eported by the county tr^asurers^^ shall be divided equally 
amon^ the several organized, districts, and the remaining two- 
thirds per capita, as provided in this section. 

Sec. 18. Tlie coujaty superintendent shall make such 
apportionment on the first Monday in March of each j^ear, and 
quarterly thereafter. Provided^ That when any new school 
district, is organized from anj^ part of any other organized dis- 
trict, or districts, the cbtmty superintendent, alter having 
ascertained the amount of liioneys belonging to said old district, 
or districts, and also the indebtedness and liabilities of said old 
district, or districts, and deducting the same, shall apportion to 
said new district its due p6r Capita proportion, of moneys or 
indebtedness, as the case May be, from said districts from which 
it may be formed. Priyi)ided further, That when any new 
district shall have been organized, as described in this section^ 
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and fail to have a school term, pf not less than three ir.onths, 
and ?:eport the siame according to law, during the first year of 
its organization, and shall have had moneys apportioned to it 
from other districts, as set forth in this section, shall be re- 
turned to the district or districts fro^n which it was taken. 

Sec. 19. He shall have power, and it shall be his duty, 
to draw his warrant on the treasurer of his county in favor of, 
and deliver the same to, the person entitled to receive the same, 
on presentation by him of an order from the clerk of the board 
of trustees, or of any two of the board of trustees: Provided , 
That no such warrant shall be drawn in favor of any s(ihool dis- 
trict until ftdl and complete returns shall have been made to 
him by the same as required by law, and the certificate of the 
district board of tnistees showing for what purpose in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act the money is required: 
And provided^y^urtheTj That no school district shall receive a 
warrant for a larger amount than there is cash in the treasury 
to the credit qf said district, and that no district shall receive 
any of the public school moneys in which there shall not have 
been reported at least ten children by the school census marshal 
at the last report: Provided^ That each county shall constitute 
at least one school district, irrespective of the number of children 
of school age in said county. 

Sec. 20. It is hereby made the duty of the county 
school superintendent: 

First — ^To distribute promptly such blanks, reports, forms 
and laws, as shall be received by him from the territorial super- 
intendent of public instruction, for the use of school trustees, 
census marshals, and teachei«, and any other officers entitled to 
receive the same. 

Second — ^To keep on file in his office the reports of the 
school trustees, census marshals, and teachers, and to record all 
his official acts in a book to be provided for that purpose. 

Third — ^To make a full report annually on or before the 
fifteenth day of October in eaeh year, for the school year end^ 
ing on the 31st day of August, next previous thereto to t!|ie 
territorial superintendent, a statement of the number of schpol 
houses in eacli district in his count v, the number of children of 
school age, and the number of pupils attending in each district 
in his county, the number of libraries and the number and 
character of volumes in each library, in how many districts a 
school has been taught during the past year, and for how long 
a time, and what school books have been used in each district, 
what proportion of children of sdiool age in each district has 
attended the school during the past year, the amount of money 
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paid for teachers for teaching, and the expense as nearly as 
may be, of conducting each district schpqly This statement, 
together ^\dth such otli^r inlprmatipn an^ suggestions as he 
may deem proper or important to the cause of education in the 
county, sha.l be for\5rarded tq the territpri^l su^^erintendent of 
public instruction, on or before the first day of November of 
each year, in order that the same flaay be embodied in his 
report to the Legislative Assembly. 

I^ov/rth — ^lo apppint school trustee^ for newly organized 
districts, and to fill |)y appointment all vacancies that may 
occur by ji^ath, resignation, or otherwise, pr when the voters of 
the districts fail to elect trustees in accordance with the provis- 
ipns of this Act, and to draw his warrant on the county treas- 
iirer in faypr of the bqard oi trustees for the purchase of school 
books, which may be liimi^hed by said trustees to indigent 
chilfiren of the district, making the same payable out of the 
pul^lic school moneys in the county schopl treasury apportioned 
^ said district. 

Fifth — ^To collect by process of la\^ ^11 penal fines not paid 
QV^r by justices of the peace, or other officers required to pay 
the same as required in sectipn thirty-three of this Act, and the 
same shall be recovered by an action in \yl^ich the people of the 
XJiiited States in the Territory pf Idahp, by the county school 
superintendent of public i^^tructipn, ^hall be plaintiflF, and the 
justice of the peace or other office^ neglecting or refusing to pay 
over the said moneys shall be deemed defendant. 

Sec. 21. Whenever at least fp]ir heads of families pe- 
titipn the county superintendent for the organization of a new 
schppl district, or for the subdivisipn pf, or change in the boun- 
daries of an old one, the superintendent shall, without unneces- 
sary delay, act upon said petition, and may approve, modify or 
disapprove of the s^id petition; if he g-pprpye, he shall proceed 
to organize the new district, and he shall appoint •three trustees 
for the sanae as provided in this Act. His disapproval shall 
only be upon the grounds that such prgani^ation or change of 
boundary would be unjust to individual, or the community. 

Sec. 22. All school electipn y ^turns shall be made to 
the respective county school superintendents, which returns 
they shall file in their ofiices. 

Sec. 23. The county superintendent shall, at the close 
of his official term, deliver to hi& successor all records, docu- 
ments, books and papers belonging to his office, and take a re- 
ceipt for th§ same, wnich shall be filed in the office of the county 
treasurer. 

gEC 34. It shall be tl^e duty pf the treasurer of eacl^ 
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county to receive and hold as special deposit, all rhoneys belong- 
ing to the public schools of his county, in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act, and pay them over only 6n the warrant 
of the county siiperintendent; 

Sec. 25. And he shall, on the first Monday in Febru- 
ary of each year, and quarterly thereafter, make to the county 
superintendent a statement of the amount of nionfey in the school 
fund then in the treasury subject to be apportionfea, after having 
deducted the amount due the county superintendent for his 
salary. Such ertatement shall also show tne atnount received 
and derived fronl each soiurce Constituting said county school 
fund. 

Sec. 26. There shall be an election held annually on 
the first Monday in September, of each year, at each district 
school-house in the Territory, at which election there shall be 
elected, by the qualified voters of the several districts, three 
trustees for each district, who shall hold their offices for the 
term of one year, and until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified: Provided^ hoioever^ That the present boards of 
trustees in the several districts shall hold their offices until the 
first Monday in September, A. D; 1879. 

Sec. 27. At said election the piblls shall be opened by 
one of the board of trustees, or hx any voter, if no trustee be 
present, at one o'clock^ and closed at five o'clock, p. m., of the 
same day. Said election shall be cpriducted generally as other 
coimty elections, except thstt one judge and one clerk, shall con- 
stitute a board of election, ^nd that any one of the trustees may, 
and it is hereby mad^ their duty, to qualify said judge and 
clerk to perform the duties of said board of election, to* make 
returns of stich election to the county superintqndent immedi- 
ately, which, returns sh^U be filed in the onice of the sanie. 

Sec. 28. It shall be the duty of the ttustees of each 
district: 

r r 

Firsih^To employ teacher^ and fix their salaries, and they 
shall have power to discharge any teacher for any neglect of 
duty, or atiy cjmse that in their Opinion render^ his or her ser- 
vices unprofitable as a teacher. 

Second — ^To visit the schools in their distiipts froih time 
to time, and not less than once a month each. 

Third — Any two of said trustees shall constitute a ^j[uorum 
fcr the transaction of business. 

Fourth — ^At their first meeting after their election and 
qualification, one of their number shall be chosen clerk of their 
board, and their proceeding of all meetings shall be in writing 
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and shall be kept in a book, shall be signed by tlie clerk 
thereof, and such book shall be a public record. 

Fifth — ^They shall have charge of all school property in 
their districts, and shall as suqIi ^ trustees, liave power to receive 
in trust all real estate or otheri pi;9perty conveyedto said school 
district, and to coiivey by deed duly executed an& delivei-ed, all, 
the estate or interest of their districts, in any school house or 
site directed to be sold by any vote of their district,, and all con- 
veyances made to said board, shall be ihade in their corporate 

naihe, To trustees of school district No^ , County , 

Idaho Territory, arid to their successors in office^. 
. , Siadli — Said tinistees shall have further power, when 
directed by a votei of theif district, to purchafe, receive, hold 
an8 convey real aild personal property for sphpol purposes, and 
to Jiold, purchase, hire and repair school hoiises', and supply the 
satiie witli necessary furniture, and in accordance with the pro- 
fusions of this Act, and to fix the location of school houses. 
Provided^ That no trustee shall be pecuniarily interested in! 
any contract iriade by the boai'd of trustees, of which he is a 
liiember ; ^nd any contract made in violation of this section 
shall be null and vvoid. 

S&vehth — And they shall, by giving ten days' notice,* in 
writing, posted in three conspicuous places in their district,' 
call at any time for a meeting of the legal voters of their dis- 
trict, for the purpose of deciding by the votes of such voters' 
\yhether or not a special tax, specifying the rate proposed to be. 
foUected, shall be levied on said district for the building or 
repairing 5f school houses, or for the support of public schools • 
in the respective districts. Provided^ That none but actual 
Resident tax payei*s^ of said district, shall be entitled to vote at, 
such election,. Ahd Provided further ^ Tliat all widows of 
unmairied Women of the age of twenty-one years, who shall 
reside iti and hold of 6#n property, subject to such special tax/ 
shall be entitled to vote,' at all such special elections, and the 
clerk of the board of trustees sliall have the same power to en-, 
force th^ collection of ^said tax as is given to assessors on 
personal f feperty, and district attorneys on real estate in the^ 
collection of territorial and counfy taxes, or to bring suit in the 
name of his district, in any court of competent jurisdiction in 
his district or county, as otlfer civil suits are brought for the f e-^ 
coveiy of money. . And the said collector shall be entitled, to 
and receive ten per cent, thereon for collecting the same. 
And Ihe board of trustees of any school district in which tliefe 
shall have been a special tax levied according t6 law shall, by 
giving^ tetf days' noticfe,* in writing, posted in three conspicuous 
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places in their district, naming the object, day, and the hour 
and place in said notice, meet and sit as a board of equalization 
of the assessment of their district, and the laws that govern the 
equalization of the county assessment shall apply to said board, 
and tlie trustees shall have power, by giving thirty days' notice, 
in writing, posted in three conspicuous places in their school 
district, or by publication in a liewspaper in their district, to 
declare all impaid special school taxes delinquent, and shall ad4 
five per cent, thereto, to be paid by such delinquent tax payers. 

JSiohtfi^— The voting at such elections shall be by ballot, 
on which ballot shall be written, or printed, "Tax Yes,?? oij 
"Tax No,^' an4 if a majority of the votes polled at such elections 
shall be in iavor of such tax, the board of trustees shall be em- 
powered, and it is hereby made their duty, to levy, ond cause 
tq be collected, a spjscial tax, at the rate specified in their notice 
upon the taxable property in their district, a^ shown by the last 
annual assessment h^ the county assessor to be obtained by the 
trustees, from the oOunty clerk of their county, and the said 
board of trustees shall have power to appoint jtidaes an^ cleiit 
of said election and a collector of said tax ; and oefore enter- 
ing upon the discharge of his duties, shall take the oaths pf 
oflice, and give bond in double the estimate amount of nipney 
to come into his hands, with good and sufficient sureties, aiijd 
when he shall have been so qualified, he shall have the sania 
power to enforce the collection^ of said tax as is given to lax 
collectors and sheriffs, in the collection of territorial and county 
taxes, and said collector shall be entitled to, and receive five piSr. 
cent, thereon, for cqllecting the same. Provided, That 
when any repairs not exceeding the sum of twenty-five dolfarei 
in value, the trustees may in their discretion, levy and collect a, 
rate bill, to be paid by all the parents or guardians of all pupil^ 
attending said schools, in proportion to the number of pupils 
sent to said schools by each' parent or guardian ; but nq 
pupil shall be prohibited from attending said schools on ac- 
count of his or her parents' or guardian's inability to pay such 
rate ; and the clerk of the board of trustees shall nave the 
same power to enforce the collection of the amounts of said rata 
bill as is given to tax collectors and sheriflfe in the pollectiqn pt 
territorial and county taxes. 

Ninth — ^The trustees of the respective districts, shall fur- 
nish all things, not otherwise herein provided for, necessary for 
the use and comfort of the school, or school^ in their district, 
such as repairs, wood, stoves, brooms, buckets, black-boards and 
pi;iyie8, and for this purpose they may audit, and allow, ac- 
jcounts against the school fund of their school digtricts, not to 
pxceed ten per cent, of the amount of said school f\ind. 
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Tenth — ^The trustees of each district shall make full state- 
ment in writing, annually, on the firi^t day of September, to the 
county school superintendent of their respective counties, of all 
matters pertaining to their schools, such as the building and 
repairing school houses, the cost of the same, and from what 
source paid, the number of months schools have been taught 
in their districts during the preceding school year, what the 
monthly salary paid teachers, and generally such intormation 
as will promote the interest and advance the cause of education. 

I§EC. 29. It is hereby made the duty of the trustees of 
the respective districts, on receiving the report from any teach- 
er, of the disorderly or bad conduct of large pupils, to decide 
how such insubordinate pupils shall be punished, or whether 
they shall be dismissed from school. 

Sec. 30. That said trustees shall Qn the first Monday 
of July of each year, which shall be, aij,(J is hereby declared to 
be a day for the regular meeting of said board, appoint a 
census marshal who shall immediately qualify by taking an 
oath or affirmation faithfully to discharge the duties ot his 
office tQ the best of his ability, and the clerk of the board, or 
either of the trustees, is hereby authorized to administer such 
oath or aijSirmation. Said census marshal shall proceed, im- 
naediatejy after his appointment and qualification, to take a 
corrcQt enumeration of all the children in his district between 
the ages of five and twenty-rOne years. After the census 
marshal shall have finished his enumeration, lie shall forthwith 
report the same to the trustees of his district, who shall hold a 
meeting to receive the sanje, and said trustees shall cause a time 
and certified copy of said census, together with a certificate of 
the marshal's having performed his duties, which census or 
enumeration and certificate, shall be forthwith transmitted tq 
the county school superintendent of his county. 

Sec. 31. For such services well and faithfully per- 
formed, said census marshal shall be allowed as full compensa- 
tion, ten cents for each child so enumerated, and the clerk of the 
board of trustees shall furnish said census marshal a certificate of 
the performance of his duty ; and upon presenting of such cer- 
tificate, the county superintendent shall draw his warrant upon 
the county treasurer for the amount so allowed in favor of said 
census marshal, and shall charge the same against liia district^ 

Sec. 32. Trustees shall qualify within fifteen days 
after their election, by taking an oath or affirmation, faithfully 
to discharge the duties of their office to the best of their ability, 
and to promote the interest of education in their distriQtj wWeh

oath shall be administered by the county superintendent, or 
any civil officer authorized to administer oaths, and filed in the 
oflSce of the county superintendent. 

JUSTICES OF THE PEACE, DUTIES OF, &C. 

Sec. 33. All moneys arising from fines or forfeitures,* 
as provided for in this Act, are hereby required to be paid over, 
by justices of the peace, or other officer receiving the same, to' 
the county treasurer within thirty days after collection. 

Sec. 34. . . Any justice of the peace, or other officer' 
neglecting or failing to comply with the provisions of section 
thirty*three of this Act, ^hall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof before any court of com- 
Eetent jurisdiction, shall be fined in any sum not less than one 
undred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not les» 
than three raoliths, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

TiJACHEBfs, iuTIES OF, &C. 

Sec. 35. Teachers of the public schools shall be fur- 
nished with a school register by the trustees of the respective 
districts, for the purpose of i:egistering the names of his or her. 
pupils, and their daily attendance at school, and at the close of 
the session, said register shall be delivered to the clerk of the 
board of trustees oi the district, and the teachers shall also be 
furnished by the trustees with a blank report, which he shall 
fill up accolrding to the. heading of the same, and transmit to 
the county superintendent of his county, at the close of the 
session or' term, and no teacher shall be authorized to draw his 
salary until, such report shall have been received by said county 
Superintendent. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 36. No bd6ks, papers, tracts or documents, of a 
l^olitical, sectarian, or denominational character shall be used or , 
introduced ir^, any schobi established under the provisions of 
this Act, and any and every political, sectarian, or denomina- 
fioiial doctrine is hereby expressly forbidden to be taught, 
therein, nor shall any teacher, nor any district receive any of 
the public school moneys, in which the schools have not been 
taught in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 37.' . Trustees shall determine whether pupils" 
6utside of their district shall be permitted to attend school in*^ 
ftuoli district and upon what terms* 
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Sec. 38. The school year of each and every county 
within this Territory, shall commence on the first Monday in 
September of each year. 

Sec. 39. The compensation of the county school su- 
perintendents of the several counties shall be paid annually on 
the first Monday of October, out of the county school fund ; 
and before receiving said compensation, said coimty superin- 
tendent shall have received a certificate from the territorial 
school siiperintendent, that his duties have been ikitjifully 
performed during the last school year, upon which the board 
of county commissioners of the respective counties shall draw 
a warrant upon the county school fund for such amount as they 
may audit and allow, not to exceed five dollars for each schoql 
.district in his county, legally organized, and complying )vith 
the provisions of this Act. 

EXAIMINATION OF TEACHERS, 

Sec. 40. The several boards of county coHin^issiQiiers, 
are hereby authorized and empowered, to appoijit for their rc: 
spective counties, one county school exanjiner, whq, tpgether 
with the county superintendent of public schools, shall constir 
tute a county board of school exan^iners. 

Sec. 41. The said county school examiner, before 
lentering upon the duties of his oflice, shall take the oath qf 
.office, which shall be filed with the county recorder, of his 
county. The said school examiner shall hold his office, at 
the pleasure of the board of county commissioners qf his county, 
and shall receive a compensation ^f five dollars per day, for the 
time actually engaged in his duties as county school examiner, 
to be allowed and paid in the same manner that other accounts 
are allowed and paid against the county. The pountv sphool 
superintendent shall receive no additional compensation fo?* hiQ 
duties as county school examiner. 

Sec. 42. It shall be the duty of said board pf <30unty 
school examiners, to nieet at the county seats of their respective 
(Bounties, on the first Monday in tne months of February, 
August and November of each year, at such place as they shall 
flesignate. Notice fif the place of meeting, shall be posted 
at the office of the county recorder, and the board shall then 
aiid there proceed to examine all applicants for certificates to 
teach public schools within the several counties, in such man- 
ner and under such rules as the board shall prescribe. Upon 
such examination, those applicants, who, in the judgment of 
the examiners shall be considered competent as teachers, shall 
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be entitled to certificates from said board of examiners, whicb 
certificate shall state the branches which the holder is compe- 
tent to teach, and shall be good for two years from their date. 
But no certificate shall be granted to any person who is not 
found competent to teach orthography, reading, writing, arith- 
metic, geography and English grammar. 

Sec. 43. All applicants for certificates shall appear 
before said board of school examiners, . on the first day of tl^^' 
several sessions of said board, and said board shall continue iu 
session so long as may be necessary to thoroughly examine all 
applicants — ^not exceeding four days at any one session. Th6 
said school examiners shall be entitled to compensation, for one' 
day's service at least, at each session, whetlier there are. any 
applicants or not: Provided^ Th?y ^^^ present, and ready to 
examine any who may apply. 

Sec. 44. No person shall be authorized to teach any 
public school within Idaho Territory, who shall not have a 
certificate from a school board of examiners within this Terri- 
tory, as constituted by this Act, good and valid for the period 
during which such person shall teach such public school, and 
any public school money is hereby forbidden to be. paid tp any 
teacher who shall not be the holder of a valid certificate, for the 
time during which such teacher claims to have taught a publici 
school. 

Sec. 45. Every person, who, upon examination of said 
board, shall be deemed competent to teach, shall before receiv- 
ing a certificate, pay to the county treasurer the sum of three 
dollars, and upon the presentation of the receipt of the county 
treasurer to the county auditor, and a duplicate thereof to the 
county school superintendent, he or she shall be entitled to 
receive such certificate. The board of examiners shall fur-' 
nish to the county treasurer a list of all persons who have been ' 
found competent at any session of said board. All money 
paid into the county treasury, under the provisions of this Act^r 
shall belong to the school fund of the county. 

Sec. 46. . All acts, and parts of acts, in conflict with- 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 47. This Act shall take effect, and be in force"' 
from and after its passage and approval by the governor.

To amend an act, entitled "An Act to provide ^ uniform system

collecting the same," approved January 15th, 1875, so far 
^ the same relates to and iu force within the limits of 
Boise City, iti Ada county, Idaho Territory.

JBe it enacted by the Zegislati/ve Assembly of the Territory 

oi Idaho : 

SEcrnoN 1. That section 72 of an act, entitled "An act 
to' prQiride a uniform systetn of Territorial and county revenue 
and the assessing and collecting the same," approved January 
15th, 1875, shall not apply to and be in force within the cor- 
porated liiriits of Boise City,, in Ada county, Idaho Territoty, 
except as hereinafter provided ; that section 72 of said act, 
which shall be in force within the limits of said Boise City, 
^hall read as follows : There shall be levied, and collected 
by the .sheriff as tax collector^ a license tAx. from each proprie- 
tor or kcep'er of a billiard table, not kept for the exclusive use 
6'f the owner or his family, for each table, fifteen dollars per 
(jilart^r ;; for a nine or ten pin or bowling alley, fifteen dollars 
per quarter ; such license to be grantM for a term not less 
than thre^ months. 

Sec. . 2*' That section ,75 of said revenue act, approved 
itsinuary 15th, 1875, bef afnended to read as follows r Sec- 
tion, 75. . All persons irho may dispose of any spirituous, 
malt or fermented licjuors, or wine, in less quantities than one 
quart, shall before the transaction . of any such business, obtain 
a license from the t4x collector, for which they shall pay the 
stijn of fifty dollars per quarter : Providedy however ^ That 
all persons Engaged in retailing liquors in connection with en- 
tfertainmentS for travelers, at any point distant one mile or 
more outside the limits of any city or town within this Terri- 
tory, shall pay a quarterly license of fifteen dollars : And it is. 
i:mHher promdedy That within the incorporated limits of 
Boise. City, in Ada county, that all persons engaged in the 
retailing of liquors, shall pay only the sum of twenty-five 
dollars per quarter, and for all stich licenses there shall be paid, 
to th6 sheriff the sum of one dollar as his fees and the fees Of 
thfe county auditor ; one-half of said fees when paid by the 
sheriff to the county auditor as made and provided in this Act. 

Sec. 3. This Act to be in force and apply only to the^ 
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incorporated limits of Boise City, and ttat the said j:eyenu^ 
law, approved January ISth, 1875, is not by this Act affected 
or amended, as fair as the same relates to and is in force in 
pther portions of the Tp^iritory. 

Sec. 4. This Act to be in force from and after the 
Slst day of March, A. D. 1879.

Sec. 2.- That J; Q. Shirley, R. N. How6ll, 3. E. Ilar^^ 
rington be, and the same are hereby, appointed coilnty <jommis^ 
meners pro tempore, for said county, who shall hold their res^ 
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pective offices until their successors are elected and qualified as 
nereinafter provided by this act. 

Sec. 3. The commissioners so appointed shall respec- 
tively take their oaths of office, and enter upon their duties up- 
on the first Monday in April, A. D. 1879, and shall immediate- 
ly proceed and appoint such jpro tempore county officers, for 
said county ol Cassia, as are providea by law for the other 
pounties of this Territory, who shall take their respective oaths 
of office, and hold their respective offices until their successors 
are elected and qualified; and said board oipro tempore county 
pfficers, of said county of Cassia, shall be governed by the gen- 
eral laws of this Territory, prescribing the auties of said officers, 
except as herein provided: Provided^ That the several precinct 
officers now in office in the several precincts within said county 
shall hold their offices during the term for which they were res- 
pectively elected, and the oaths of office of the county officers 
aforesaia may be taken before any justice of the peace, in either, 
of said precincts, and said county commissioners shall have 
power to select a temporary place within said county of . Cassia 
for the county seat, pending an electian by the people for the 
same. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a special election held in the 
county of Cassia on the first Monday in June, A. D. 1879, for 
the election of all county officers provided for by law for other 
counties in this Territqry, including a board of county commis- 
sioners; and such special election shall be conducted and sub- 
ject to the laws goyeming general elections as provided by 
statute for the holding of elections in this Territory, and on the 
second Monday thereafter the county officers so elected, shall 
qualify as provided by law for such officers, and enter up- 
on the duties of their respective offices, and hold the same un- 
' \il their successors are duly elected and qualified at the next 
general election; and the board of commissioners of said county 
of Cassia, shall on said last named day hold a special meeting 
of their board for the approval of the bonds of said county offi- 
pers so elected at said special election and for the transaction of 
such business as may come before them. 

Sec. 5. That at the said special election as is provided 
for in said Section 4 of this Act, the question of the permanent 
location of the county seat shall be decided by the vote of the 
people resident in the said county of Cassia. 

Sec, 6. The said county of Cassia shall from and after, 
the passage of this Act, be exempt from all jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the officers of Owyhee county, except that all taxes here- 
tofore levied upon any perspnsor property prior to January firstj^ 
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1879, by the county last named, and which have not been paid, 
may be collected in the same manner as though this Act had 
not been passed. 

Sec. 7. The recorder of the county of Cassia, who shall 
l)e hereinafter elected, is hereby authorized to transcribe into 
boqks to be procured for that purpose such parts of the records 
and files of Owyhee, county as relate to matters within the coun- 
ty created by this Act, and the same shall have the same force 
and effect and be of the same degree of evidence as the original 
files and records. 

Sec. 8. That the county auditor of Cassia county shall 
meet the county auditor of Owyhee county, at Silver City, 
0\^r5rhee county, Idaho, at such time as they slaall agree upon; 
Provided said meeting shall take place before Sept. 1st., A. D. 
1879, and from the books and records of sa-id county last named, 
shall ascertain the total amount of indebtedi^ess, and also the 
aniount of cash on hand in the treasury of Owyhee on the day 
of the taking effect of this Act, and shall ascertain from the as- 
sessment roll of the county of Owyhee for the year 1878, the 
amount of property assessed in the portion of said county of 
Owyhee hereby organized as the county of Cassia; and the 
county of Cassia is hereby required to pay to the county of 
Owyhee the pro rata proportion of said indebtedness of said 
county of Qwyhee, as shown by said assessment roll, after de- 
ducting the amount of uncollected taxes for the year 1878 with- 
in said county of Cassia, which may be paid previous to said ad- 
justment; and, Provided^ that all moneys, apportioned to the 
several school districts within the said county of Cassia, and in 
charge of the treasurer of Owyhee county, at the time of the 
passage of this Act, shall be subject to the demands of the 
trustees of said districts, the same as if this Act had not gone 
in force, until an election and qualification of a treasurer for 
said Cassia county, when the balance diie said school districts, 
shall be paid Qver to said treasurer, who ^all give his receipt 
therefor; and in case such auditors shall be unable to agree as 
to such apportionment, they shall refer the matter in diuerence 
between them to the judge of the second judicial district, who 
ghall determine the same, and such detern^ination shall be final. 

Sec. 9, That when the amount . required by this Act 
to be paid by the County of Cassia to the County of Owyhee 
^hall have been ascertained and adjusted as herein provided, the 
3ame shall fee reported to the board of coi^i^ty commissioners of 
Cassia county, and thereupon the county auditor of Cassia 
county shall qi«aw the warr>ants of the county of Cassia in sums 
not exceeding fiv§ hundred dollars each, fo^ the total amount of

bravely at his post defending his family and friends on Lost riv- 
er, Lemhi coutity, on the 11th day of August, 1878. There-

(q[ualities of our late legislative colleague; his unassuming and 
mtlemanly deportment, his strict and faithful integrity in the 
iischarge of his official duties, his unswerving fidelity to con- 
stitutional rights, and his nobility of soul, as manifested in all 
the walks of social and political life.

Tour memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of I4ahPj would i^espectfuSy recommend the establishing 
of a military post at some suitable point on the western edge of 
Big Camas prairie, or on what is known as Little Camas 
prairie, in the county of Alturas, Idaho Territory. And 
your memorialists would represent, that the locality mentioned 
is yearly frequented by Bannocks and Shoshone Indians, who 
assemble here in large numbers to gather c^,mas find other 
roots ; that the last outbreak of these hostile tribes occurred 
here, and that this section is traversed by niany Indian trails, 
and public highways leading to and irom the Alturas i^ines. 
This pqst would be on a direct line between Fort Boise and 
Fort Hall, and could be maintained at a small cost, o^^g to 
the cheapness of hay, grain, and other supplies ; all of '^fhich 
can be procured m me neighborhood. We would |\irther 
represent th^t many thousand acres pf fine agricultural lands 
are now lyiiig i^le for the want of protection to the settlers, 
and that the establishing of a military post in that JpcaUty 
would inaugurate a large and steady immigration tp the Camas 
prairie country. yf^ earnestly recommend that you give 
this matter your early and serious attention, as the lives and 
property of hundreds of settlers, miners, traders, herders and 
teamsters are endangered, and all industries and business ^Qust 
suflfer as long as the people in this rich and extensive section of 
our Territory are left unprotected from the roving bands of 
Indians who are wont to look upon it as their exclusive 
property. 

And your memorialists, as in duty bound, will every pray.

COUNCIL MEMOKIAL NO. 2, 

To the Honorable the Senate ojid Hotise of Bepresentativea 

of the United States: 

Tour memorialists, the Council of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Idaho, beg leave to represent, that the 
present compensation for our services as legislators, as the 
statute is at present construed by the first controller of the 
treasury, as well as the future compensation of legislators and 
subordinate officers, as the law provides, is totally inadequate 
to meet the actual and necessary expenses attending a residence 
at the capital, with the large, but unavoidable amounts paid 
for traveling expenses. We do not want or expect to make 
money out of the federal government for our services as mem- 
bers and attaches of the Legislature, bnt we do feel as if we 
had a right to expect that guch an allowance should be 
awarded to ourselves and our successors as would pay our 
necessary expenses whilst engaged in legislation, besides leav- 
ing us the profits of the commonest laborers of the country. 
Ordinary labor commands four or five dollars per day, while 
skilled labor commands far more than that. We, do not 
wish to be regarded by your honorable body as finding fault 
with federal legislation in this regard, but ao believe, if Con- 
gress knew the high prices of living, as well as the proportion- 
ate cost of everthing else in this Territory, they would allow a 
greater sum for our services, than four dollars per day. Con- 
sidering the uniform kindness and liberality of the federal 
fovemment to the people of the territories, and the reciprocal 
enefits arising from the relations of each to each, we have the 
fullest confidence that your honorable body will entertain this, 
our application for relief and grant us additional pay, in accord- 
ance with your judgment of our necessities. And your 
memorialists do most earnestly protest against the reduction in 
the Tinmber of subordinate officers of our respective Houses, as 
established by the Act approved April 19th, A. D. 1878, for 
the reason that it is physically impossible for the sergeant-at- 
arms to act in his own proper capacity and as door-keeper at 
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the same time ; for the chief clerk to transact all the business 
devolving upon him ; and for the enrolling and Engrossing 
clerk to perform the duties of two clerks at once. If the 
Government of the United States does not desire to maintain 
the expenses attending the increase of officers referred to, we 
suggest that Congress repeal Section 1855 of the Revised 
Statutes, so that the territories may provide for themselves the 
means for the proper and legitimate transaction of business. 
And your memorialists will ever pray. 



COimCIL MEMOEIAL NO. 1. 
To the Honorable Secretary of War: 

Your memorialists, the Council of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Idaho, respectfully but earnestly recom- 
mend the establishing of a military post in Lemhi valley, 
Lemhi county, Idaho Territory, and that a sufficient amount of 
money be appropriated and set apart for said purpose. 

Your petitioners in presenting this memorial, beg leave to 
call your attention to the exposed and isolated condition of the 
settlements in Lemhi valley and the Salmon river coxmtry. 
The Lemhi Indian reservation, reserved for the use and oc- 
cupancy of the mixed bands of Bannocks, Shoshones and 
Sheep-Eaters, is about two hundred miles from Fort Hall, the 
nearest military post. The settlements in Lemhi and 
Salmon river valleys are surrounded on aU sides by high and 
rugged mountains, with Indian trails leading into said valleys- 
from all directions. Raiding bands of Indians must pass 
through or iii the immediate vicinity of these valleys, in 
passing from east to west, or from west to east. 

As evidence of these facts, we respectfully state that 
these valleys have for the last two years experienced frequent^ 
raids from hostile bands of savages, and have suJBfered great 
loss of life and property, in both the !Nez Perce and Bannock 
wars. Had there been a military post in Lemhi valley the 
hostile Indians engaged in the Nez Perce and Bannock wars 
could easily hgfcve been intercepted and captured. A military 
post in Lemhi valley would not only give protection to the? 
people who ha^ve suffered so much already, in loss of life ^xA 

Property, but Would be the means of keeping in awe the' 
ndians of the Lemhi agency, who have shown great signs of 
discontent, and only through the combined efforts of their chiefy 
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Ten Doy, aiid influential citizens of Lemhi county, have been 
kept from joining the hostile Indians in the Nez Perce and 
Bannock wars. 

This post would have the best geographical position pos- 
sible to intercept raiding bands of Indians, passing through the 
country from west to east, and could receive its supplies from 
the Utah & Northern Kailroad, over a good wagon road. 

And your memorialists will ever pray.

To ilie Honorable Postmaster General of the United 

States: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Idaho, would respecttuUy but es^nestly recommend 
that a mail service of not less than two trips per week each 
way, from April 1st to December 1st, in each year, be estab- 
lished between Atlanta, in Alturas county, and Jordan Creek, 
in Lemhi county (both in the Territory of Idaho) ; and your 
piemorialists would further represent that Jordan Creek post- 
office is situated in the famous and fast growing mining district 
of Yankee Fork ; that it is the only postoffice in said district, 
and that the population in its immediate vicinity is certain to 
exceed one thousand persons from and after the coming sum- 
njer ; that letters and mail matter destined to the capital of 
the Territorv have to travel through Salmon City, and Offden 
and other places in Utah Territory, making a distance of about 
950 miles, and consuming a time of not less than nine days ; 
that by the new route as recommended by us the time would 
be reduced to five days, and the distajice to be traveled to 190 
miles. Your memorialists would further represent that a 
daily mail service is already in operation between Atlanta, in 
Alturas county, and the Territorial capital, and that there is a 
good and passable trail from Atlanta to the said Jordan Creek 
postoffice, and that the distance between these two points is 
about 70 miles. 

This service being very much needed, and one that would 
prove a great blessing to the people of one of the richest, 
though at present very isolated portion of our Territory, we 
ask of you that you give this matter your earnest attention.

following facts in support of our views, viz. : 

Ten Doy, the chief of the Lemhi Indians, has frequently 
entered his protest against being removed from hip present 
agency to Fort Ilall, and has expressed a willingness to be 
removed to Eastern Montana, or to any suitable place on op 
near the Buffalo Kange. Ten Doy has at ajl times an^ 
under very trying circumstances, been a faithful and true frien^ 
to the whites. By forcing him to go to Fort Hall aeainsi 
his will and in opposition to the wishes of the mo^t of hie ti^be^ 
would in all probability break his friendship with the whit^ 
^.nd incur his displeasure to that extent that h^ would b^comfi 
our enemy, and if forced over to o\ir Indian enemies he would 
be the most formidable foe that Eastern Idajip could possibly 
have. Indians can, and frequently do, ride from J^ort Hall 
to Lemhi agency in two days. These Indiar^p should there:; 
fore be moved farther from their present haunts, and tp a mor^ 
suitable place than Fort Hall. Eastern and Southern Idahp^ 
have suffered sp much already froin the Fort Hall Indians th$i^ 
we earnestly and respectfully appeal to you, th^t the F0s^ 
Lemhi Indians be moved farther east, and not tp Fort H$4l 
agency. 

And your memorialists as in duty bound will pver pray.

Tour memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Idaho, would most respectfully state, that during the 
Nez Perce war of 1877, and bannock and Shoshone war of 
1878, in this Territory, that several companies of volunteers 
were organized and performed military service under the direct 
command of the conimanding officer oi this Department. In 
support of the above facts, will cite you to the case of Capt. 
E<L McConville, during the Nez Perce war of 1877, and to flie 
case of Capt. A. J, Borland, during the Bannock and Shoshone 
war of 1878. 

Capt. McConville raised a company of 18 men in June, 
1877 ; was detailed to escort a government train from Lew- 
iston, Idaho Territory, to Mount Idaho, by Capt. Spurgeon, U. 
S. A., then in command of the military post at Lewiston. 
After performing that duty, he reported to Gen. Howard and 
acted directly under his orders during the Nez Perce campaign 
in Idaho. [See Gen. Howard's Keport of the Nez Perce 
Campaign.] 

Capt. A. J. Borland raised a company of 18 men in Boise 
City, Idaho Territory, in July, 1878, was assigned to duty on 
the 'W^eiser river ; reported to and received orders from the 
U. S. military commander at Boise City, and drew rations 
regularly from the U. S. commissary. He remained on duty 
until September 13th, 1878, Tour memorialists would 
further state that there are several other like cases in this 
Territory, and the orders, muster rolls, ifec, are on file at the 
War Dept., in Washington, D, C, 

In view of the lact that none of the volunteers who served 
in the above campaign have received any compensation what- 
ever, we, your memorialists, vfould ask your honorable body to 
take such action as would secure to these men their just dues. 

And your memorialists will ever pray. 

The Secretary of the Territory is requested to forward a 
copy of the memorial tp our Delegate in Congress, Hon. S.

That a military post could be supported at small expense to the 
government owing to the low price of provisions, wood, grsHii 
and hay, all of which are raised in the immediate vicinity.
